Almost every other section of tin* 
country is affected with the except¬ 
ion of Alberta. Hut this is no cause 
tor complacency, because they are 
approaching our borders. 

And what does tills influx of king 
size rodents mean? In the problem 
of insect home diseases, the rat is 
an unpleasant and dangerous fncto 
for he is often tlie carrier of Infect¬ 
ed fleas. If these casual visitors 
were to gain a foothold in Alberta 
our plague problem would become 
greatly complicated.* 

Hut considerable attention has 
been devoted to devising ways and 
means of preventing such an invas¬ 
ion. The Division of Entomology of 
the Provincial Department of Health 
is vitally concerned with the pre¬ 
vention and control of all insect- 
borne diseases. It< work is painstak- 
in rand detailed and is a tangible 
example of the fact that where the 
saieeuniding of human life is* invol¬ 
ved. patience is a highly expendable 
e’ement. 

With propel co-operation from the 
citizens of the Province.it is poss¬ 
ible. and even likely that Mr. and 
Mrs. Knt. as well as their family, 
will find a very discouraging wel¬ 
come in Alberta .enough to persuade 
them that tills is one venture in 
immigration not to be undertaken.

Canada and V S. are seen as 
beckoning Mecca*, where a person 
ran find self-respect in work These 
potential Canadians are not Hermans 
They are chiefly people from the 
liable countries. Poles and t'krnin- 
inns, Burred fro mtheir homeland 
they are determined to make a fresh 
start in a new land and to become 
full Hedged citizens of that new 
land. 

Seven distinct screening* assure 
that the displaced persons arriving 
in Canada are likely to fit into our 
life here and become valuable citiz¬ 
ens. Take the example of those who 
go to the mines. They have their 
fares paid to Canada. They give 
their undertaking to work for at 
least 10 months. In return they are 
guaranteed equal pay with Canad¬ 
ians (even while learning) plus hous¬ 
ing accomodation well up to Canad¬ 
ian standards. A good man may 
make up to $400 a month in a mine 

fly bringing these people here. 
Canada is not only helping herself 
but it is easing the population pre¬ 
ssure in Europe, and thereby less¬ 
ening the danger of future war.

WEEKLY WINDUP .... 

The Canadian Government was 
curtaiHng its expenditures severely 
at this time because of the need to 
hold in cheek the inflationary press¬ 
ure of total expenditures, both priv¬ 
ate and public, a spokesman for the 
Government stated here. 

Recast ruction Minister Howe has 
made it clear that tlie Government 
had used its “good offices" recently 
to see that no one went without 
fuel but had no control over the 
supply or distribution of oil. 

Newfound laud-born. 75-year old Sen 
ator William Duff told the Upper 
Chamber that senators "waiting to 
attend to business" in Ottawa should 
not be forced to commute between 
the capital and their homes "just so 
that we may wait around here for 
certain people elsewhere to get their 
wor ktlirough”, lashing out at ad 
journments. 

It is evident that wages of labor 
in Canada, notwithstanding any stor¬ 
ies to the contrary, received a set¬ 
back at the hands of rising prices 
during the past year as official in¬ 
formation shows now that during the 
12 months of 1947 average weekly 
wages in the 9 leading industries 
rose from $32.77 to $36.29, a gain of 
10.7% lu comparison wit ha rise in 
the cost of living index in the same 
period from 127 to 148.3 and increase 
of 16.8% 

The Canadian Government is ask¬
